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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to amendment filed on 7/09/08 in which claims 1, 8 and 15 are 
pending. 

2. As per claim 15, explicit and specific definition was provided in the specification limiting 
the claim language. Applicant included an exphcit and deliberate definition that the "computer 
program product includes a medium. In this case the "recording medium". No evidence of 
signal, other form of propagation and transmission media, typewritten or handwritten text on 
paper, or other items failing to be an appropriate manufacture under 35 USC 101 was presented 
in the definition. Furthermore, the expression "suitable media" is being interpreted in the same 
context as known to one with ordinary skill in the art as the cited "magnetic media" and "optical 
media". Therefore, for the purpose of examination, claim 15 is being treated as the combination 
of the program and the medium, not just the program itself. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 line 17, replace 
"it's" with its. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 line 17, replace 
"it's" with its. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 line 19, replace 
"it's" with its. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever in\ ents or clisci)\ ers ;in\ new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and usetlil improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. After careful review of the specification, the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the means for sensing and means for receiving would suggest to one with 
ordinary skill that all may be reasonably implemented as software routines. Computer programs 
claimed as computer listings per se, i.e., the descriptions or expressions of the programs, are not 
physical "things." They are neither computer components nor statutory processes, as they are not 
"acts" being performed. Such claimed computer programs do not define any structural and 
fimctional interrelationships between the computer program and other claimed elements of a 
computer which permit the computer program's fiinctionality to be realized.
